STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record (US 5,739,298) teaches a water-soluble azo compounds of 
the formulae (1) to (1 1) (see cols. 1-6). However, the closest prior art of record (US' 298) does 
not teach or disclose a process for producing a storage-stable concentrated aqueous composition 
comprising at least one anionic dye compound of the claimed formula (I). Further, the closet 
prior art of record (US' 298) does not teach or disclose an ink jet ink comprising aqueous dye 
composition comprising anionic dye of the claimed formula (1) or a method for dyeing, coloring, 
pickling or staining wood comprising the step of contacting the wood with the concentrated 
aqueous composition comprising at least one anionic dye of the claimed formula (1) as claimed. 
Accordingly, the claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art of water-soluble azo compounds preparation or in the art of wood dyeing 
formulation.
